N e w s p a p e r s throughout the 


country have pledged their help in 
rousing their-communities-.to a na- 
tional, co-operative effort in dig- 
ging through homes, plants and 
farms for the old metal so vital to 
the production of tanks, guns, planes 
and ships. 


This intensified drive began in 


some sections at dawn today but 
officially starts September 28 and 
continues till October 17. 


If you think your help is unneed- 


ed. listen: 


America's steel mills^can turn out 


90 million tons of steel. This year 
they will have turned out only 85 
million tons. The reason: Lack of 
scrap to produce at capacity. 


The mills are gobbling scrap 


metal at the rate of 4 million 
tons a month. Ordinarily they 
would have 6 weeks supply of 
scrap on hand. But they have 
now hardly more than 2 weeks' 
supply. 
The government wants 17 million 


tons of scrap collected between now 
and January 1, when war produc- 
tion reaches its peak and scrap piles 
are vital.

After a spell of overheating the 


natural fear is that there is an in- 
ternal cylinder head gasket leak 
You can decide this point easily 
enough by watching the water level 
in the radiator after filling up with 
water and while the engine is run- j 
ning. Have someone accelerate the 
engine a few times and note if there 
is a rise in the level or a tendency 
for water to spurt out. Pressure 
in the system, due to leaking com- 
bustion gases, naturally will cause 
the water to be greatly accelerated 
on its way through to the top of the 
radiator. Before jumping to con- 
clusions, of course, you will want to 
make a radiator drain test to make 
sure that the core isn't retarding 
passage of water. This is done by 
removing the lower hose connection 
and seeing if water poured into the 
radiator top will come out quickly 
at the bottom. 


More and more letters coming in 


from worried motorists ask what 
are the prospects for using kerosene 
as a motor fuel. 
The answer is 


that there is little likelihood of any 
progress along such lines, assuming 
that use of low grade fuel would be 
any advantage. 
With a special 


carburetor for kerosene and a valve 
to switch from the gasoline car- 


ibuietor after the engine is hot 
'enough it is possible to use kero- 


I sene. But it is not practical. Car- 
bon forms at a high rate and per- 


j formance is not satisfactory. 
' 
No matter how much rationing 


, hurts don't put kerosene in the gas 
, tank, nor anything else but the best 
gas you can buy. One especially 
bad stunt is to pour in something 
left o\er from a camp stove. Gaso- 
line dissolves anything left in the 
bottom of a can and will deposit it 
in the carburetor and fuel lines. 
That may necessitate throwing away

Mileage as a Gauge 


With so many gas gauges inac- 
urate by all means form the habit 
f using the mileage part of the 
peedometer (known as the od- 
meter) as your guide. 
For in- 


tance, if you are nob certain how 
many gallons of fuel you can put 
nto the tank you should know that 
[ you have traveled 65 miles, and 
our engine never does better than 
5 miles to the gallon, you can pour 


in four gallons with complete as-j 
surance that the tank won't spill 
over. Keeping close .watch on the 
odometer also serves to help you 
ration your mileage. If your car has 
a trip odometer so much the bet- 
ter, for you can set this back to 
zero every time you buy gas 
You 


won't have the worry of trying to 
remember your starting mileage. 


Keep These iu Mind 


When a spring breaks it is usually 


due to the rebound rather than co 
the compression. This is because 
spring compression sets up additional 
power which is reflected in a too 
hardy rebound, unless the car's 
shock absorbers are m good condi- 
tion. Their real job is to control 
the springs and safeguard them. 


If the brakes are harsh there are 


plenty of things that may be wrong 
but the simplest of these is one you 
may easily overlook 
I refer to tne 


possibility that the brake shoes 
merely need adjusting. 


Next time you can think ot it 


dnect the filling station's air hose 
against the radiator core so as to 
blow out dead injects, leaves and 
other debus which may interfere 
with cooling. Blow from the engine 
side of the core. 


Patching the Muffler 


If the muffler has blown a hole 


there may be some virtue in at- 
taching one of the special sections 
of metal which clamps over the 
break. It's like a blowout patch in 
a tire except that it fits on the out- 
side. 
Consider this merely as a 


temporary repair, however, as the 
muffler will be sure to go cheesy m 
other parts. 
Often it is the end 


that blows out. 


When you finally install a new 


muffler have it wrapped with asbes- 
tos to protect it from constant wet- 
ting when driving in rain or snow. 


Cool Mixture Is Best 


If the engine of your car has been 


slowly but steadily rising to a higher i is. out of balance theie is u constant 
operating temperature there is much 
to be said for getting after the 
cooling system, including the lubri- 
cation and timing of the engine 
which functions are actually part of 
this process. Engineers find that a 
cool gas mixture is a more efficient 
one. This may surprise you, in view 
of the fact that engines do have 
features to pre-heat the fuel vapor 
for the warming up period. When 
heated the gas mixture expands. 
That means you get less fuel for 
each charge that goes into a cylin- 
der and less powei.

REPORT TIRPITZ 


ON SEAS AGAIN 


London, Sept. 21 (AP)—The Ger- 


man super-battleship Tirpitz was 
reported today to have left her ref- 
uge in the Norwegian port of Trond- 
heim and to be patrolling the Arctic 
sea lanes under the cover of Nazi 
warplanes in search of Allied con- 
voys. 


The report was the first intima- 


tion of activity by the great war- 
ship since last July 9, when the Rus- 
sians announced that one of their 
submarines had scored two torpedo 
hits on her in Arctic waters, thus 
foiling a Nazi attempt to smash a 
big Allied convoy. 


The Tirpitz was said to have hol- 


ed up in Trondheim fjord after this 
attack, hiding there during the long 
summer days when her movements 
could easily have been checked by 
aircraft had she ventured forth. 


With the longer nights of autumn, 


however, the battleship would have 
a better chance of slipping unde- 
tected along, the Norwegian coast 
and thence into the Arctic shipping 
lanes leading to Russia. 


Observers here said that the Ger- 


mans obviously were calling upon 
every means at their disposal in an 
attempt to smash Allied convoys 
taking vital war materials to em- 
battled Russia.

Lose IO Planes 
The British reported the loss of 
IO planes during the night. Assum­ 
ing th at these lasses amounted to 
five per cent, observers reckoned 
that upwards of 200 aircraft took 
part. 
The Air Ministry said the raiders 
were over Munich for 30 minutes 
and loosed tons of big bombs as 
well as many incendiaries. 
(London dispatches hinted strong­ 
ly that the RAF had employed some 
of its new 8,000-pound bombs as 
well as the 4.000-pound "block bust­ 
ers" used in many previous massed 
assaults.) 
Advices from Switzerland, where 
several border cities had air raid 
alerts, said the detonations of bomb 
blasts in southern G erm any were 
so great th a t the blasts could bt* 
heard far Inside the Swiss borders. 
The sergeant pilot of one great 
Lancaster who was over Munich 
for 20 m inutes said the city was 
rocked by one of the greatest ex­ 
plosions he had ever heard shortly 
after midnight.
